Why the Town Did Not Get Out of Debt Last Year 


There was $788.81 that was carried in as town 
money on hand in treasury that belonged to school 
district, and was paid over to school district this year. 

Also there were bills amounting to $535.23 left 
unpaid from last year’s road account: for planks 
amounting to $337.51; S. Fadden, 1917 and 1918, 
breaking road, $70.00; A. C. Moulton, $65.00; and 
small bills amounting to $62.72 brought in by various 
parties as you will find in looking over the report. 

According to Mr. Smith’s account there should 
have been $1,064.30 town part of state construction 
money available this year to lay out. . There was 
only $208.00 raised last spring, the rest was back 
money carried along as town. money in hands of 
treasurer. This cannot be used for anything except 
what it is apropriated for. Balance $856.30, making 
a total of $2,180.34. | 

If it had not been ‘for the back bills We would 
have been out of debt and to the good by $378.63.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools .. 


Mrs. Chairman and Members of School Board: 


I have the pleasure to submit for your considera- — 
tion my first annual report of the Thornton School Dis- 
trict.

‘The teachers secured by the school board were as 
follows: West Thornton, Lottie Schulmaire; Center, 
Charlotte M. Conroy; Lyford, Gertrude M. Johnson; 
and Amanda Sutherland for Mad River. After a few 
weeks, Mrs. Schulmaire resigned her position to take 
up some other work and Mrs. Claudine Cross was Sse- 
cured to take her place. Miss Sutherland would only 
teach for the fall term at Mad River. It was impos- 
sible to get a teacher for this school till Jan. 19th 
when Christie Baleh, Lunenburg, Vt., was secured. 


The schools have been organized on a grade basis 
with the State Program of Studies as a guide. Mini- 
mum essentials have been adopted by the State. Board 
of Education -for grades one, two and three, copies: of 
which have: been placed in-the hands -of: every teacher 
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so that there may be no question as to what is ex- 
pected at the end of the year from pupils of these 
grades. The minimum essentials mean that a pupil 
must have at least acquired the ability to perform the 
tasks thus outlined, but should be able to do much 
more, in order to be eligible for promotion. To doa 
year’s work in school the child must be there all of 
the time and those entering the first grade should 
enter in September and not in the spring. 

Some supplementary reading has been’ purchased 
for the lower grades—much more is required. The 
plan is to purchase a number of books each year so 
that in a short time the schools will have an ample 
supply to meet all requirements without bringing an 
undue burden in any one year. The other books 
purchased have been to supply the needs of the 
classes and to take the place of those worn out. 


A record has been secured of all the books in the 
school buildings. This record is to be transferred to 
cards later and filed so that duplication of books may 
be avoided. 

The standard school record system has been 
adopted for the schools. One card gives a record of 
each pupil from the time he enters school till he has 
graduated from high school. One card goes with the 
pupil from grade to grade or from school to school 
and a duplicate is kept in the superintendent’s office 
and kept up to date by means of transfer cards made 
out by the teachers when the pupils leave their school. 

Requisition blanks have been introduced that a 
record may be kept of all supplies and same charged 
up to each school. This will show where waste as 
well as economy has been practiced. 


Standard tests have been given in English, writ- 
ing and spelling, others are to.be given as soon as 
material is secured. By these tests it is possible to 
determine whether or not a pupil in a class is up to 
standard. They are really educational yardsticks. 

The school census shows 127 children in town be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 16 years, 92 registered in the 
local public schools September 30, and 15 are attend- 
ing elementary and 9 high school outside of the dis- 
trict, or a total of 116 are reported in school; 19 were 
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reported as not attending school, 17 between 5 and 8 
vears and two between 14 and 16 years. The total 
number of children accounted for in school and out of 
school is 185. 

Transportation routes have been maintained for 
more or less of the time since the opening of the fall 
term to the following schools: The Center, the Mad 
River, the West Thornton and the Woodstock. 

Owing to the difficulty of getting the teachers 
together, I have rendered assistance and given direc- 
tions through personal conferences at times of visits 
rather than by teachers’ meetings. Since the open- 
ing of the schools, I have made 43 official visits to 
the schools and attended three meetings of the school 
board. . 

From the registration, I find that 4.1 per cent of 
the pupils are precocious, in advance of where they 
should be according to age, 39.6 per cent are at age, 
and 56.3 per cent are retarded. The retardation 
is very large for it ought to be less than 20 per cent. 

From the survey of the school buildings for. the 
State Board, it is found, in order to meet the minimum 
state requirements, that extensive repairs must be 
made on at least two of the buildings this year and 
the toilets of all must be put into better condition. 

The Lyford and center school buildings should be 
thoroughly remodeled. Some of the changes needed 
are: lighting corrected, toilets made over, roofs made 
tight, larger woodsheds built, new slate blackboards, 
walls tinted and ceilings whitened, adjustable desks 
provided, new hardwood floors, jacketed stoves, build- 
ings thoroughly cleaned, and screens provided for 
doors and windows. To correct the lighting will re- 
cauire more and larger windows at the left of the pupils 
and the windows at the right and in front of the 
pupils closed up permanently. 

A study of the table of statistics reveals the ex- 
cessive number of tardy marks and the low per cent 
of attendance while the registration reveals the high 
per cent of retardation. These three bits of data 
have a close kinship. One of our great problems is 
tc correct these conditions as soon as possible. This 
will require close cooperation between the homes and 
the schools. ‘The parents are largely responsible for 
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the large number of tardy marks and for the regular 
or irregular attendance. May there be a united effort 
to solve some of the difficult school problems that con- 
front us. |
